of observing this wonderful 
cow at the close of her 
strenuous year’s activity. 
We found a cow, and, in 
fact, a whole family, which 
did not disappoint us. 
Queen Carlotta De Kol is a 
cow of rather more than 
average size, although she 
does not impress one as an 
extremely large cow. She 
does give the impression of 
exceptional capacity. This 
is indicated in every line 
from her _ large broad 
muzzle down to her excep- 
tional heart girth and mid- 
dle, to an udder that looks 
capable of carrying almost 
any quantity of milk. Queen 
lacks a lot of being a show 
cow, being somewhat off in 
the rump and having one 
quarter weakened by an injury. No one, however, could 
miss seeing the production which is written all over her 
She has apparently come through her year’s work in per- 
fect condition and Mr. Jenks says, weighing several hun- 
dred pounds more than at the start of the test. A re- 
markable feature of Queen’s conformation is the perfect 
net work of veins extending over her entire belly with six- 
teen clearly defined milk wells. This veining system with 
a prominent center vein is a characteristic of the other 
members of her family in the herd. 

The marvelous capacity of the cow is shown by her bill 
of fare during the year. During the first nine months of 
her test, she consumed daily 40 Ibs. of Purina Cow Chow, 
10 Ibs. of beet pulp (dry weight) soaked in water, 1% bu. 
of ensilage, with all. the alfalfa hay she would clean up— 
probably 10 to 15 Ibs. a day.

weather in July and running through to the end of her test, 
her grain ration was cut down to 36 lbs. a day of the Cow 
Chow with the rest of the ration remaining the same. There 
are absolutely no evidences of bad effects from this heavy 
feeding and the cow when they led her out frisked and 
played around and gave every evidence of being in the 
finest of spirits. During the summer months, she ran out 
in the orchard from the midnight milking until morning, 
largely for exercise. Running water was constantly before 
her, except during the first part of the test when it was 
carried to her in milk cans and kept constantly before her. 
At that time she consumed four milk cans of the usual 
40-qt. size every day. She was bred July 6 to Finderne 
Fayne Valdessa, the 37-lb. son of King Valdessa in service 
in the Brock & Jenks herd. She has thus carried a calf 
nearly four months of her test. 

The record was made under some handicap. At the out- 
set, a teat was stepped on and she was milked for three 
weeks with a milking tube. The quarter is some what im- 
paired, giving about six pounds per milking less than the 
other fore quarter. Milkers were changed three times dur- 
ing the year, two changes being made in the first two 
months, the last ten months being under the interested 
and sympathetic care of Floyd Deitzer. Mr. Deitzer is a 
farm boy without previous experience in milking and feed- 
ing test cows and was sceured at first as an emergency 
helper but it was soon apparent that he was the man for 
the job. It required very little observation to note the 
close bond of sympathy and real affection existing between 
the cow and her young caretaker. 

After we had completed the inspection of Queen Car- 
lotta De Kol, Mr. Jenks said, “Now. I want to show you the 
greatest cow in the world,” and in the next stall, he led me 
to Juna Price De Kol, the dam of Queen Carlotta De Kol. 
Juna Price De Kol is about the biggest little cow we ever 
saw. She weighs only 1200 lbs. but she is all cow. Quality 
and capacity stick out all over her and it was easy to see 
where her daughter got her very remarkable veining 
system. As to the production, it might have been inherited 
from Juna Price De Kol. Note this, Juna Price De Kol 
freshened as a nine-year-old and had a very serious time 
with inflammation in her udder.

ANY of our native breeds of cattle were influenced 
M by importations of Dutch stock, particularly dur- 

ing the 17th and 18th centuries, and large numbers 
of black-and-white Dutch cows were imported in the 19th 
century, especially in the ’seventies and the ’eighties. 
They were distributed chiefly over the counties on the 
east coasts of England and Scotland, although the best 
herds were probably preserved in other districts. With 
the passing of the act prohibiting the importation of live 
cattle except for purposes of immediate slaughter, further 
landing was stopped. The breed, however, was not al- 
lowed to become extinct, and in 1909 a society was formed 
with the object of developing it and fostering its interests. 
The society -was permitted in 1914 to obtain an infusion 
from Holland of much needed new blood; and the subse- 
quent rapid progress of the breed is remarkable in the 
history of pedigree live stock. In 1911 the membership 
of the society was not more than 50. In 1922 the mem- 
bership of the British Friesian Cattle Society is 1,950 or 
nearly forty times 
greater than ten years 
previously. 

British Friesian cat- 
tle are similar to, if 
not so wonderfully 
uniform in breed 
character as, the 
world-famed Friesians 
of the Netherlands, 
and to the equally 
noted Holstein - Frie- 
sians of America, 
where this race holds 
all world’s records for 
milk and butter pro- 
duction.

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A Blessing in Disguise 


HERE is one feature about the present situation in the 
"T oreeaing of purebred livestock that is a blessing in 
disguise. Many breeders probably will concede further 
that the disguise to date is absolutely perfect. 
Nevertheless, while the course of events in all branches 
of agriculture has been most discouraging, there is a 
brighter side to the picture so far as the breeders of pure- 
bred dairy cattle are concerned that we ought not to over 
look and which we most certainly ought to take advant- 
age of. 


We refer here to the spread between the present prices 
of good purebred cows and poor ones. There. has not been 
a time in years when, for such a small investment, a 
breeder .could replace the culls and misfits from his herd 
with really good animals. 


Many breeders are now taking advantage of the present 
market conditions to cull their herds and build them up 
with new blood. This fact, we feel, will mean much to the 
success, not only of these breeders, but of the breed as a 
whole. One of our troubles in the past, particularly dur- 
ing the boom time, has been that every purebred animal 
produced has been considered to be fit to raise for breeding 
purposes. There has been, perhaps, until lately, very little 
real selection practised in the herd of the small breeder, 
or the large one either for that matter. As a bréed, we are 
still a long way from the point where every female should 
be retained as long as she will produce offspring. That 
has been one of the troubles of the purebred breeder dur- 
ing the past few years. He has kept in his herd for breed- 
ing purposes too many animals which were themselves, 
through defects or otherwise. unprofitable producers. As 
a result, the breeders have become discouraged and are 
almost readv to admit that a grade dairy is a better money- 
making proposition than a herd of purebreds. 

The fallacy of that position is apparent as soon as it is 
analyzed. It must be admitted at the outset that many 
grades are better producers than many purebreds. The 
answer there lies in the fact that selection of breeding 
stock is more rigid with the successful grade dairyman 
than it is with many purebred breeders. They save only 
the calves from their best cows. and as a result with the 
use of good purebred sires, many remarkable producers 
have been developed among these high grade animals. 
Purebreds that have been bred and developed with equal 
intelligence easily surpass the best grade performances, 
as cow testine association records all over the country will 
show. ; 

It is possible, then, to get herds of purebred cows, 
which will surpass the production of the best gzade cows 
and at only slightly larger expense. The increased value 
of the progeny over the grade calves will much more than 
make up the difference between initial investment. 
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One of our great troubles in the past has bee 
regarded milk produced in our purebred herds rah We 
by-product, considering the calves raise to a a8 a 
the main objective.

Trials of an Editor 


VERY self-respecting editor stoutly maintains that 
E there is absolutely no connection betwen the adver-

We hope to 
present motion pictures of Kelly throwing the bull in the 
near future—From Frank Price’s report in the September 
9 issue. 

It looked harmless enough when it went through, al- 
though we did wonder just a bit why Frank didn’t give 
Mr. Kelly his warning personally when he was talking to 
him instead of writing it in the World.. Of course, we know 
most everybody reads every line of the World from cover 
to cover, but Mr. Kelly is a busy man with his duties as 
vice-president and everything, and he might have met up 
with a serious accident through trying to go ahead with 
an imexperienced buli-thrower, before reading Frank’s 
warning. 

However, everything is all right apparently because we 
have just received the following letter from Kelly, from 
which I infer that he read the paragraph in question. 

When this letter came in, I was inclined to do with it 
as I have to do with so much of the stuff that comes in 
from professional writers, but Price says, “No, it’s only 
fair to John to let him present his side of the argument, 
and besides he is seriously thinking about taking on a 
good advertising contract for that Homestead bull.” So 
here goes the rest of the story.

Ihave a new bull. After being roundly entertained by 
my bull at Milwaukee, Frank Price came home and in the 
issue of the World, September 9, used his pen in sharp 
irony on both the bull and his owner.

ning of a herd of purebred Hol- 

steins in Sedgewick County, Kan- 
sas that today has few if any equals 
in that state for production and in- 
dividuality. This is the herd of F. 
H. Bock & Sons of Wichita, Kansas. 
It has grown from a small beginning 
up to seventy purebreds at the 
present time and supplies the city of 
Wichita with the greatest part of its 
best milk. Strict sanitary regulations 
are enforced in the handling of the 
milk, and this combined with im- 
proved cooling methods has always 
kept the bacteria count down to a 
low number. 

Fifteen years ago, F. H. Bock, the 
senior member of the firm was a re- 
pair man for the Wichita Street Rail- 
way Company and after completing 
the day’s work he could be found in 
the evening milking a bobtailed Jersey 


T nin ‘of years ago saw the begin- 


cow whose milk he distributed among 
the neighbors. Others were purchased 
from time to time until the number 
increased to eleven, and Mr. Bock 
finally realizing that there was a great 
opportunity in the production of 
market milk for the retail trade in 
this prosperous city, seized the oppor- 
tunity to purchase a ten acre plot of 
land just outside of the city limits. 
Quitting his job in the city he started 
the foundation of his present purebred 
herd which now supplies the city of 
Wichita with over two hundred 
gallons of milk daily. The present 
plan of Mr. Bock’s calls for an en- 
largement of his plant so that he can 
handle milk from other herds and 
take care of the increased demand 
for his city trade. The present de- 
livery system requires three modern 
trucks for distribution of the milk 








which is pasteurized, 
bottled on the farm. 
During the twelve years that he has 
been handling Holstein cows, Mr. 
Bock has learned a great deal from 
experience and he has applied the 
knowledge thus obtained in increas- 
ing his earnings and broadening his 
success. He believes that every 
attention must be given to the cattle 
in the production of market milk and 
thus the farm has never been en- 
larged from the original ten acres on 
account of the extra farm labor 
which would necessarily result. In- 
stead he buys practically every thing 
the cows eat, and in the summer rents 
fifty-five acres of pasture land ad- 
joining the farm which he plants to 
sudan grass.

Herd Book 


Ten volumes of the Herd Book have 
now been published, the last contain- 
ing entries of no less than 1,408 bulls 
and 3,599 heifers, all of which were 
born and registered for entry in 1920. 
A recent census taken by the breed 
society showed that the number of 
registered animals in the possession 
of members of the Society in the 
United Kingdom approximated 20,000. 


Prices Realized 


In the year 1921, 2,308 lots were sold 
at public auction for an average price 
of £124 2s. 9d., while in the previous 
year 2,088 lots realized an average 
price of £167 10s. 0d. The highest 
prices were obtained in 1919, when 
1,893 lots were sold for an average 
price of £174 5s. 5d. In 1911, the 
highest price given for an animal at 
public auction was £53 lls. 0d.. and 
in 1915, 340 lots were sold for an aver- 
age of £39 5s. 2d. The present 
strength of the breed is indicated by 
these figures, although of course the 
value of all classes of stock has risen 
considerably since 1915. 

Owing to the long interval between 
the closing of the ports to live Dutch 
cattle and the formation of a society 
to establish a Herd Book, the charac- 
teristics of the breed were impaired 
to such an extent that fresh blood be- 
came necessary. This was obtained 
from Holland in 1914, the animals im- 
ported being highly successful in im- 
proving breed type, symmetry and 
quality—in fact, in making the mod- 
ern British Friesian breed. Another 
consignment, this time from South 
Africa, was obtained in 1922, when the 
83 imported lots sold at auction for 
an average price of £1,242 15s. 10d. 
These two importations would seem 
to be completely justified, in the first 
case by the successful results  ob- 
tained in herds, and in the latter by 
the very high prices paid for the 
South African Frieslands. 


AN INTERESTING GARDNER 
REPORT 


Report No. 5 for the current year 
from the Advanced Registry office, 
coverjng the period from June 16 to 
July 3, contains many items of special 
interest. Probably the leader would 
be the world’s senior thre-year-old 
record for both 7 and 30 days officially 
reported for the California heifer, 
Miss Aaggie Ormsby Segis, owned by 
Fred Hartsook.

George Gue returned to the auction 
block on September 13 with nothing 
to worry about—he had been defeated 
in the primaries for the Republican 
nomination as representative from 
his district in a close contest between 
seven candidates. On early unofficial 
returns he stood fourth in the list, 
lacking but a few votes of the total 
secured by the incumbent, who was 
apparently decisively defeated for re- 
nomination. “George” has the com- 
fort of knowing that two good men 
were nominated. One of them, Dun- 
can Dunn of Wapato, is prominent in 
live stock circles—a breeder of Short- 
horns and Lincoln sheep and a regent 
of the state college.

The average haygrower of eastern 
Oregon does not realize the cost of 
putting his alfalfa in the stack, and 
dairying is not only the best way, but 
about the only way, of marketing it 
to advantage, in the opinion of R. E. 
Stevens of Redmond, Ore., who is 
running an 80Q-acre farm under irre- 
gation in Deschutes county. During 
the period of high prices he made $30 
to $35 per ton out of his hay while 
others were making $20, and a little 
later $20 to $25 while they were mak- 
ing $12. Last spring he bought con- 
siderable hay at $8 and disposed of it 
through his cows at $20. Stevens was 
one of the buyers at the W. Martin sale 
at Forest Grove in September, and 
the one female he purchased there 
makes a total of six in his herd of 
18 Ho'steins. Until the two-months 
old calf which he recently bought at 
Tenino, Wash., is of serviceable age, 
he will continue to use bulls from the 
Henry McCall herd at Prineville, as 
he has been doing in the past. 

A distinct loss to Oregon that is a 
gain to Pennsylvania was the depar- 
ture October 1 of E. B. Fitts, who for 
nine years has been head of dairy ex- 
tension work in this state, to take a 
similar position at Pennsylvania 
State college. In his new field Prof. 
Fitts will lead an extension staff of 
six specialists and will spend most of 
his time in the office. Pennsylvania 
has 1,000,000 cows, while Oregon has 
only 200,000, hence his opportunity 
is much larger. Dairying has made 
important strides in Oregon since 
“Dad” Fitts came here from New Eng- 
land October 1, 1913. Progress has 
been made in feeds and feeding, in 
breeding for high production, in as- 
sociation and official testing, and to 
some extent in cooperative produc- 
tion and marketing of dairy products. 
The wide introduction of silos as nec- 
essary factors in economical produc- 
tion of milk is due largely to his in- 
fluence, and the state has attained an 
average of dairy production that is 
among the highest in the country. 
Breeding of high class animals was 
practiced by only a few farmers nine 
years ago, but now Oregon is near 
the top in percentage of purebred 
sires, and the rating of her females 
has advanced wonderfully, as_ well. 


Total production has increased during 
his ‘regime until now Oregon exports 
dairy products instead of importing 
them. Under him the extension serv- 
ice has also fostered the organization 
of dairy cattle clubs, of which the 
Jersey, Holstein and Guernsey state 
clubs are now active and 24 counties 
have breed associations. The Oregon 
Dairy council, which actively assists 
in promoting dairy interests in this 
state, was conceived by Fitts and as- 
sisted in its organization.

Dr. R. J. Donohue, deputy state vet- 
erinarian, recently gave the dairy 
stock of Yakima county, Wash., a very 
high rating with regard to tubercular 
infection. He inspected 94 herds from 
which the county seat is supplied with 
milk, and out of a total of 985 head 
examined, found only three reactors, a 
percentage of about three-tenths of 
one per cent. Dr. Donohue was im- 
pressed also by the hearty coopera- 
tion he received from dairymen. 
Practically all of the inspections were 
made upon application of owners 
after it had been announced that the 
service was available.

WORK 


The monthly summary of tubercu- 
losis eradication work under the ac- 
credited herd. plan for September, 
1922, shows 27%,131 head tested dur- 
ing the month in 26,517 herds, with a 
total of 9,524 reactors, or about three 
and one-half per cent. New York State 
again led in the total number of ani- 
mals tested during the month with 
31,228, Wisconsin running a close sec- 
ond with 30,640. Michigan was the 
next nearest competitor with 19,167 
head. The total of accredited herds 
now numbers 19,005 containing 417,- 
719 head. A total of over 3,000,000 
animals are now under supervision, 
the exact figures, according to this 
report, being 3,082,551 head in 261,700 
herds. There are in addition 72,872 
herds on the waiting list containing 
the enormous total of 898,753. This 
is an increase of over 1000 head of 
cattle during the month and indi- 
cates the rapidity with which the 
idea is spreading among cattle own- 
ers. Nearly 900 accredited herds 
were added to the list during the 
month, containing over 16,000 head 
of cattle. Wisconsin continues in the 
lead in the matter of accredited herds 
with 1842 herds containing 41,536 
head, an increase of twenty-three 
herds during the month. Minnesota 
has gained during the month, now 
having 1757 herds containing 39,539 
head cn the accredited list as com- 
pared with 1668 herds or n-arly 100 
less the month preceding. indiana

The production of milk j ichi 
last year, according to a rent i 
United States Department of hovel 
ture, was little more than 3,000 000,000 
pounds, most of which was used in 
the manufacture of various dai 
preducts. Practically 1,700 000,000 
pounds were used in making ‘butter 
two-thirds of it in creamerjes and the 
remainder on farms. More than 90,- 
000,000 pounds were used in the 
manufacture of American, brick 
cream, cottage, and farm cheese. Con 
densed, evaporated, and _ powdered 
milk required 269,000,000 pounds, and 
ice cream took in excess of 127,000, 
000 pounds. About 850,000,000 pounds 
were consumed directly as whole 
milk, and 160,000,000 were fed to 
calves or lost on farms and in fae 
tories. With this large production of 
milk and dairy products, Michigan 
stands sixth in products of the cow. 





The Department of Agriculture 
says that the small farm is not the 
ideal of American agriculture. Its 
contention is that any kind of labor 
that demands machinery and horses, 
the expense per acre for those items 
must be disproportionately large on 
the farm of thirty acres or less. In 
one survey made, it appeared that 
machinery cost fifteen dollars per 
crop-acre on a farm of from thirty 
to forty acres, as against a charge 
of nine dollars per crop-acre on 4 one 
hundred and sixty acre farm.
